One year ago the Atlas had in de- 
posits $3,221,400. On the 17th of this 
month they footed up $1,860,412; at the 
close of business on Saturday night 
they were in all probability nearly 
$1,000,000 less.

One month or six weeks ago the at- 
tention of Comptroller of the Currency 
Eckels was: called to the condition of 
the bank. The report of the Bank Ex- 
aminer showed there were loans to di- 
rectors and officers of the bank exceed- 
ing its total capital stock of $700,000. 
The Comptroller sent several pointed 
messages telling the men. to “clean 
up,”” and reduce this aggregation of 
loans inside the institution. 

The bank officials cut the total down 
to between $350,000 and $300,000 and 
raised the cash reserve from 25 per cent. 
to the legal minimum of 40 per cent. 
Subsequently the constant checking out 


what. The heaviest run came on Tues- 
day and resulted largely from a widely- 
circulated story that the bank had on 
Monday afternoon posted the sign 
“Closed’’ on its doors. When the bank 
closed Tuesday afternoon it was felt 
that immediate suspension must fol- 
low the next’ day if the run was con- 
tinued, but Wednesday brought some- 
thing of a reaction in the feeling which 
had followed the collapse of the Na- 
tional Bank of Illinois and the with- 
drawal of funds slackened. 

Thursday the officials of the bank 
were notified b¥ some of the leading 
bankers of Chicago to call on them if 
trouble was imminent, and they would 
agree upon a plan of action which 
would be the best for all concerned. 
The following day, Comptrolle:Eckels, * 
who was receiving almost daily re- 
ports from the institution by telegraph, 
advised that a plan of liquidation be 
arranged. He sent this advice both to 
the officers of the bank and to Bank 
‘Examiner McKeon. The _ Clearing- 
house Commmttee was notified and a 
sub-committee of two appointed. to 
make an examination of the securities 
held by the Atlas. The examination 
was ended on Saturday an@ the report 
was satisfactory. The result of the 
meeting at Banker Lombard’s house 
tonight at which Mr. McKeon repre- 
sented the Comptroller of the Currency. 
and stated his views and wishes in the 
matter., 

W.'‘C. D. Grannis, the president of 
the bank, was seen at his residence 
this evening, When informed of the 
action of the Clearinghouse Commit- 
tee, Mr. Grannis seemed quite relieved. 

“That hank,’’ he said, “will pay every 
dollar it' owes. We have suffered a s- 
vere drain on our ready cash during 
the past week,” he went on, “‘and, per- 
haps, every bank has, But everything 
will be found to be perfectly straight 
and we can pay every dollar. 

“The committee’s action is in the 
right direction and I am quite relieved 
and thankful for this decision in the 
matter. There is not the slightest 
trace of crookedness in our transac. 
tions, as the committee undoubtedly 
discovered.”’

Old German Robbed in a Basement

Almost immediately’ the _ train, 
which consisted of an engine, a com- 
bination baggage and express-car, and 
two coaches, took fire, increasing the 
horror of the calamity. That any lives 
were saved is probably due to the fact 
that the crash was heard by the tele- 
graph operator at Hargo, three miles 
from the river. He reported this to 
the train-dispatcher about 8:15 o’clock, 
and half an hour later the news that 
the train had gone down was carried 
to Blocton, six miles away, by a native, 
who also ‘heard the noise. :

Philadelphia Item, Sharkey met his 
match in Honolulu. This is how the 
story is told: 

“It was in Honolulu during the early 
part of 1894. Sharkey was then on the 
Philadelphia, and was the pet of the 
crew. Williams a tall, lanky, but su- 
perbly built specimen of the English- 
man, was a member of the crew of the 
Nymph, then in Honolulu harbor. 

“The fight came off soon after the 
trouble in the Hawaiian Islands, caused 
by the dethronement of Queen Liliuo- 
kalani, when the feeling between Amer- 
icans and the English was quite bitter. 
Consequently, when the fight was ar- 
ranged, each side was determined to 
win, and both men went into training 
in earnest. — 

“When the night of the fight came 
the hall in which it was held was 
crowded with sailors, no outsiders be- 
ing admitted, except the local news- 
paper men and a few residents of sport- 
ing proclivities.. 

“When the men entered the ring it 
looked as though the Englishman had 
all the best of it. Sharkey had a mag- 
nificent physique, but so had his op- 
ponent, and the advantage of the lat- 
ter in height and reach was as apparent 
as that of Fitzsimmons over the sailor. 
Sharkey, however, was broader across 
the shoulders, and looked as though he 
could stand more sunishment than 
could the Englishman. 

“As soon as the fight began it was 
eyident that the men were closelv 
matched: Sharkey did not have any 
reputation then outside of the navy, 
but in that he was noted for his bull- 
dog courage and his ability to stand 
punishment. The spectators were. vio- 
lent partisans, and whenever Sharkey 
landed on the Englishman the Ameri- 
cans would howl with delight, while 
the Englishmen preserved a dogged si- 
jence. The next moment this would 
be reversed. Willams would reach 
Sharkey,’ and the Englishmen would 
go wild with enthusiasm. Several times

A PESSIMISTIC PRELATE. 
| When men without education begin 


to talk in a pessimistic fashion about, 


the decadence of the American repub- 
lic, they should be forgiven on account 
of their ignorance. But when a re- 
fined and cultivated gentleman, more 
especially a clergyman of the Episco- 
pal Church, indulges in such talk, the 
feeling of resentment rises in one to 
high-water mark. The latest offender 
in this respect is the Rev. E. Walpole 
Warren of St. Paul’s Church in the 
city of New York, who has gone to 
unusual limits to exhibit himself. 
This gentleman recently held a “‘noon- 
day meeting for business men” in the 
church where ‘repose the bones of 
Gen. James Montgomery, a revolu- 
tionary hero. The audience is sup- 
posed to have been composed of rich 
men, whose dyspeptic stomachs led 
them to prefer a sermon to a basin of 
green turtle soup or “a cold bottle 
with a hot bird.” 

He spoke to them in a warning 
manner and reminded them of “the 
rapidly widening breach between the 
rich and the poor,’ a subject which 
Mr. Bryan exhausted long before the 
ides of November had arrived. He 
further said that “‘we are on the eve 
of a great catastrophe unless we act 
upon these problems.” He then went 


on to compare the present situation of. 


affairs in America with the conditions 
which existed in France immediately 
preceding the dethronement of Louis 
XVI, and went so far-as to warn the 
solemn syndicate which constituted his 
audience that, if they waited. “we 
should soon be on the threshold of a 
revolution.” 

If it were not that the canons of the 
Episcopal Church compel the rector to 
divest himself of his headgear before 
entering the chancel to begin divine 
worship THe Tries should. feel very 
much like accusing Mr. Warren of 
soliloguizing through his sombrero. 
The “widening chasm between the 
rich and poor” is something largely 
the creation of his prolific imagination.

The conditions between America now 
and France a century ago are so widely 
different that the only surprise can be 
that any educated man should attempt 
to institute comparisons between the 
two countries. France not only had 
no courts for the redressal of wrongs, 
but she had had no parliament or leg- 
islative body for nearly three centuries.

narrowing it down every day instead 
of widening it. The building associa- 
tions throughout the nation have been 
started by the rich to enable the poor 
to save their earnings and acquire 
homes of their own. The element 
which is generally referred to as the 
“well-to-do” class, is today the strong- 
est and the most influential in our 
midst, and the large number of neat 
cottages in our cities owned by me- 
chanics and clerks goes far to sub- 
stantiate this assertion. |

is a class of men in America that have 
gotten rich too rapidly for the good 
of the country, but their opulence is 
very largely the fault of the other ex- 
treme class that never tries to save a 
dollar, but goes around howling about 
the extortions of corporations.

A PIONEER OF PIONEERS:

At 17 years 
of age he was in Missouri buying furs 
for a man named Ames, At 20 he had 
joined a party of Rocky Mountain 
trappers and journeyed as far west as 
Fort Laramie, in company Witu a 
mountaineer named Chaumier. Both 
of them were taken prisoners by the 
Cheyennes, but subsequently released. 
In 1845 he started for California with 
a party of twelve under command of 
Maj. J. R. Snyder. Mr. Swasey was 
the last of the dozen to die. 

They reached Sutters Fort (Sacra- 
mento) on the 23d of September, -1845. 
After that they became scattered out. 
Swasey went. to Monterey, where 
he was made consular. secretary 
by Thomas O. Larkin. In 1647 Gen. 


tary forces in California, appointed him 
United States marshal. In October of 
the same year he was elected secretary 
of the ayemtarmento or town council 
of San Francisco, then called Yerba 
Buena. 

In 1848 when gold was discovered, 
he took a stock of goods to Coloma 
which cost $3000 in San _ Francisco, 
which he sold for $20,992 in dust, there 
being no gold coin at that time, except 
Mexican doubloons. He then formed 
a partnership with J. C. Leighton and 
R. A. Parker. Between that period and 
the outbreak of the rebellion in 1861, 
Swasey made and lost several fortunes. 

In 1861 Gov. Stanford appointed him 
regimental quartermaster of the Sec- 
ond California Infantry. In November 
of the year following President Lincoln 
appointed him a captain and assistant 
quartermaster of volunteers. .He was 
stationed first at Benicia, till Hancock 


‘went East, and then Swasey took his 


place at Drun Barracks. He resigned 
in 1866 and, after disbursing millions 
for the government without ever hav- 
ing a single transaction called in ques- 
tion, retired to private life. 

His property in San Francisco had 
become valuable during his absence, 
and in 1868 he was reputed to be worth 
a quarter-million. By 1875 it was ail 
gone, and Swasey was. on his uppers. 
J. C. Flood gave him a “pointer” to 
buy Consolidated Virginia at $8, which 
he did and sold it at $320. But bad 
speculations soon wrecked him again, 
and he died poor. 

He never knew the value of money. 
If an old acquaintance came to him 
with a hard-luck story Swasey was as 
apt to give him a $20 piece as a half- 
dollar. It may sound improbable to 


| people who never knew him, but it is 


entirely likely that if he could have 
collected. back the ‘money he had 
loaned, at one time and another, his 
estate today would be worth $200,000. 
He was the Mark Tapler of California, 
and always cheerful under discourag- 
ing circumstances. 
His death was due-to rheumatism 
which got into his heart. And as the 
sunset was gliding the placid waters of: 
the bay, this lovable old pioneer, after 
as eventful a life as any American ever 
led, lay down to his well-earned rest. 
Swasey was a kind soul, modest as a 
schoolgirl and brave as a bear. Con- 
scious of his own failings, he was full 
of Christian charity for the shortcom- 
ings of others. One may sum up his 
character in a single sentence—he was 
a better man than many who went 
oftener to church.

The Highest and Best Word of God 
to Man—Christ the Captain 
of Salvation. 


UNIFIER OF THE HUMAN RACE. 


A CLEAN SWEEP OF EVIIL—FARE- 
WELL SERVICE,. 


Theosophical Lecture — Practice of 
Making Resolntions to be Guides 
for Conduct—Last Things— 
The Only True Church. 


A sermon was preached at Unity 
Church on “The Incarnation, Accord- 
ing to the Preface to the Gospel of St. 
John,” by the pastor, J. S.. Thomson, 
from the text, ‘The word was made 
flesh.” John f, 14. 

According to the ancient mysteries 
and philosophies, God was at one time 
alone in the splendors of the infinite 
light. Afterwards His thoughts  be- 
came the existence which have filled the 
universe with worlds and _ creatures.

In the 
thirty-third Psalm it is said “by the 
word of the Lord were the heavens 
made, and all the host of them by the 
breath of His mouth,” and John says 
“all things were made by it.” The 
proem of John’s gospel (John i, 1-5,) ac- 
cording to-tradition, was found in a

The coming of Christ 
is a reason for joy to the world, in 
that it was a full realization of an 
anticipation, which has been cherished 
by many of the best men and in many 
lands. Again and again has. the 
Divine Heart throbbed close to the 
human, and some sweet voice from 
the upper unseen has spoken. . And 
not all ears have. been deaf nor have 
all eyes been blind. By as much as 
there has been a far-reaching forecast 
of the incarnation, a conception of a 
closer touch between heaven and 
earth, there is greater force and 
beauty in one proclamation, which 
sounded over the hills of Judea. What 
was dimly anticipated and feebly as- 
serted. in other lands and _ religions 
was amazingly realized in Bethlehem. 

The coming of Christ is a joy to 
the world in that it has set in opera- 
tion forces which are accomplishing 
what all other religions have failed to 
do. And Christ is the joy of all peo- 
ple as the unifier of the human race, 
the harmonizer of earth’s. discords. 
He is not a Jew nor a Gentile, but 
the universal. character. His spirit 
and law, His gospel fits all men, all 
times, all conditions, all emergencies 
as no other faith or philosophy does 
or can do, Babel stands for discord 
and separation; pentecost’ for concord 
and human unity. The world has not 
reached it yet, but the movement has 
begun, and in Christ the world is com- 


ing together in language, . thought, 
interests, moral judgment and fra- 
ternal relation.

The unprovoked assault of a drunken 
brute upon a feeble old man at Pomona 
hes revived the discussion in that com- 
munity as to whether prohibition is a 
successful means of decreasing crime. 
A local paper, which should speak from 
the card, makes the assertion that ac- 
cidents and fatalities have multiplied 
under the present system. The whole 
matter must turn on the question 
whether men can be made moral, and 
human nature reformed by legislation. 


There is no danger of the sugar in- 
dustry being overdone in Southern 
California, and it is to be hoped that 
the Ventura County Beet-Sugar Asso- 
ciation will be al#e to make such a 
strong showing of their case that 
Claus: Spreckels will decide to erect 
the proposed factory. The soil and 
climate of that #gection have been 
passed upon by experts, who have ex- 
pressed their faith in the success of 
the enterprise if capital were enlisted. 


The oil industry of Southern Califor- 
nia is full of promise. Important de- 
velopment is being made in the Los 
Angeles field, and flattering reports are 
coming in from Whittier and Fresno. 
.From present indica ns, oil of the 
lighest gravity may reasonably be ex- 
pected from one or more of the South- 

_ern California’s strata. The market is 

quiet. Prices are ranging from 90 cents 
to $1 per barrel at the well tanks in 
the local field. The future is ‘ooking 
much brighter and the eariy expor‘a- 
tion .of large quantities of fuei and 
illuminating oils is within the rang?s 
of probability. 


The specific charges of violation of 
contract in the construction of the Mo-’ 
reno dam, which have been made re- 
peatedly by City Engineer Capps of 
San Diego, have been partially denied 
by the contracting company, and Mr. 
~Capps’s conduct complained of as “un- | 
accountable.’”” Nevertheless, his criti- 
cisms are so pointed and direct that it 
would seem to be the part of wisdom 
for the San Diego city government to 
make a full investigation of the reser- 
voir before they get hub deep in the 
mire of litigation. If Mr. Capps is mis- 
taken, his conduct is unaccountable, but 
if he is correct in his statements, he de- 
serves everlasting gratitude from his 
fellow-citizens, whose interests he pro- 
fesses to be protecting. 

Politicians occasionally, though not 
often, make the mistake of being too 
honest. Thomas 0, Toland, the Demo- | 
cratic Assemblyman-elect from. the 
Sixty-ninth Assembly District, has 
made such a faux-pas, and doubtless 
regrets his over-scrupulousness. His 
case should be a warning to all office- 
seekers of the danger of being too 
truthful. Mr. Toland, in his statement 
of election expenses included two boxes 
of cigars, costing $4 apiece. Unfortu- 
nately, the Purity of Election Law spe- 
cifically prohibits such expenditure, ig- 
noring that ancient and honorable cus- 
tom which compels every candidate to. 
stand treat with “the boys.’”’ The Re- 
publican candidate whom Mr. Toland 
defeated has instituted proceedings to 
oust the latter from his seat. Those ci- 
gars are likely to prove an expensive 
luxury. In future campaigns Mr. To- 
land will doubtless be more di discreet. 


GARDEN OF OF EDEN. 


the Home of Original Man. 


(New York Herald:) There is a 
lawyer out in Del Norte, Colo., who be- 
lieves that he has found the site of the 
Garden of Eden. He has spent a good 

part of his life in studying antiquities, 
and has compared the remains of pre- 
historic man found in many quarters 
of the globe. He has at last located 
original man in the State of Colorado 
and the near neighborhood of his home. 
There, in the course of his explora- 
tions, he recently came across a cave 
that he thought was a promising place 
for excavation. 

Nor was he mistaken. Below the sur- 
face he found the remains of men far 
antedating the mound-builders and 
the cliff-dwellers. In fact, before, he 
was really through with his excavation 
he was satisfied that he had made one 
of the most important discoveries of 
modern times, and now that he has 
had time to study the remains that 
he found, he is perfectly convinced 
that the section that he has been ex- 
ploring was the original Garden of 
Eden. 

Mr. Elliott says that ‘he was led many 
years ago to suspect that the San Luis 
Valley had a primeval history of thrill- 
ing importance, and has spent most of 
his leisure time since in making investi- 
gations. This valley is 150 miles long 
and thirty or forty miles wide, and is 
one of the loveliest and most fertile 
tracts in Colorado. According to Mr. 
Elliott, a lovely lake once filled the 
great dimple in the mountains, upon 
whose border original man once lived 
and died 

“The caves in which the race lived,” 
said Mr. LFillott, “were located above 
the water line, and may now be seen 
by any person who has the curiosity 
to make the investigation. They are 
about three hundred feet or more above 
the bottom of the valley. They are en- 
tered through very narrow openings, 
which, in many cases, have been closed 
entirely by the sliding. of the cliffs, or 
by the debris rolling down the side of 
the mountain. 

“TI have entered forty or fifty of the 
ancient caves. In some of them a kind 
of rude masonry is to be seen. This 
masonry consists of :ocks laid one upon 
the other, without the use of mortar or 
mud. 

“I am convinced that mankind orig- 
inated in the chain of mountains pase- 
ing through Colorado.” 

But while many relics of man are 
found in these caves, Mr. Elliott has 
been able to find no bones. He believes 
that the men of those days practiced 
cremation, and the remains of one fur- 
nace, which, he thinks, was used: for 
the destruction of human. bodies, can 
be seen in one of these caves. He him- 
self unearthed it.

SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA PETRO.- 
LEUM FIELDS MORE PROMISING. 
Whittier and Fresno Districts Claim 
Light Gravity Oil—Maier & Zo- 
belein’s Territory is Becoming 


Valuable —Comment and Local 
Drilling Notes. 


The oil territory on New Depot 
street, in the eastern extension, prom- 
ises to becOme an important exporter of 
the fuel product. Maier & Zobelein’s 
experimental well" is producing about 
eighty barrels per day, and their new 
well promises even better things. At 
a depth of 1000 feet the drill has un-- 
covered coarse oil sand, and it is fuil 
of light gravity oil. The firm owns six 
acres at this site and is already mak- 
ing preparations to have a third ‘well 
drilled. The oi] sand uncovered in the 
new well was first brought 1.0 the sur- 
face Saturday morning. About two 
hundred feet of oil immediately flowed - 


in this week. It is anticipated that the 
property will speedily develop into one 
of the heaviest producers in the fleld. 
Before reaching sand-the drill passed 
through 150 feet of hard shale. The 
well is large, the last string of casting 
put in being 5% inches in diameter. 

The Los Angeles Railway Company 
is making preparations to drill two or 
more wells at the site of its new well, : 
east of North Figueroa and between 
Court and Angelena streets. The com- 
pany owns three lots in this 
One of these contemplated wells will 
be drilled at the northeast corner of 
Court and North Figeuroa streets; the 
other or others will-probably be drilled 
upon the vacant lots.on the south side 
of Angelena street, just east of North 
Figueroa. The oil will be steamed in 
the iron tanks situate on North Figue- 
roa street. The oil now being pumped 
from the company’s new well at this 
site is of low gravity, but will make 
good fuel. It will be greatly benefited 
by the “steaming process” inaugurated 
upon the grounds. The new well is

Canstable Smith’s Struggle with 
the Desperado in the Dark— 
Sheriff Rarr and a Posse 
in Pursuit, 


Deputy Sheriff George Lee Wilson of 
San Gabriel was shot and dangerously 
#ounded by a Mexican desperado, José 
Morales, near Monrovia, yesterday 
evening. 

Morales shot and badly wounded a 
man at Santa Anita last February. Of- 
ficers have been. on the lookout for him 
ever since, but he kept in hiding until 
last Friday evening, when he showed 
up at the house of his brother, Jesus 
Morales, about half a mile from Mon- 
rovia. 

Sunday evening Deputy Sheriff Wil- 
son and Constable Albert Smith went 
tto the Morales place to arrest the fu- 
gitive. They arrived about 8 o’clock 
and knocked at the door for entrance, 
which was refused. They gave warn- 
ing that they would break in unless 
the door was opened. 

Before they could carry out their 
threat Jesus Morales who was in bed 
with a woman, got up and opened the 
door. He had a lamp Ht in his room, 
the light from which penetrated an 
adjoining room where José Morales 
was sleeping with another woman. 

When the officers approached the 
bed José pulled the cover over his 
head, “but they uncovered him and 
identified him by the light of a lan- 
tern wHich Smith carried. Search of 
the bed for weapons disclosed a mur- 
derous knife under the pillow, which 
the officers confiscated. 

Morales was ordered to get up and 
dress. He arose reluctantly, and when 
about half-dressed asked permission to 
get his shoes out of the next room. 
Wilson said ‘All right,’’ but as Morales 
started for the door Wilson’ noticed 
the shoes under the bed and com- 
manded Morales to return. 

The prisoner sat down on the edge of 
the bed and asked Wilson to hand his 
shoes to him. The officer good- 
naturedly complied, and as he stooped 
to pick them up, a 45-caliber Colt’s re- | 
volver in his overcoat pocket Was ex- 
posed. Morales snatched the weapon, 
and, springing across the room, turned 
and fired at the officer. 

‘-he ball struck the lantern which 
Smith held, tearing the bottom out of 
it, and extinguishing the light, then 
passed on and struck Wilson, who was 
still in a stooping posture, in the 
rear of the right thigh and ranged 
downward, inflicting a terrible wound. 

When José fired, the room was left 
in total darkness. At the sound of the 
shot, Jesus, who was in the first room, 
Tan over and blew out the lamp, so 
that there was no light of any sort 
in the house. At the same time, Con- 
‘stable Smith raised his revolver and 
fired at José, who was heard to utter 
a stified groan as if he tad been 
wounded. Then Smith made a dash to- 
ward the place where he supposed José 
Was and clinched him. For more than 
@ minute they ‘struggled and rolled 
@bout in a rough-and-tumble fight, 
in which Smith lost his hat and his gun. 
Finally José broke away and made 
his escape through a window. All this 
time the woman who had been in bed 
with José lay .covered ,up with ,the 
blankets. | 

While Smith and José were sucffling 
about on the floor, Wilson, who was 
badly crippled, ran out of the house 
into the road, and shouted at the to, 
of his voice: “I am shot, through and 
through!” and called for held. .In ten 
minutes there were fifty men from th 
neighborhood on the spot. : 

Jesus, the owner of the ranch, was 
at once taken into custody and put 
in charge of a guard. 

‘Wilson, who was lying on the ground 
in the road in front of the house, was 
carried to Monrovia, where two doctors 
were summoned. They worked over 
him for some time, but were unable to 
locate the bullet. A piece of cloth 

from his trousers was carried into the 
wound by the shot. | 

All the time Wilson was suffering 
terrible agony, and it was thought best 
to move him to San Gabriel, where he 
was taken in a wagon and put to 

bed,*and Dr. Witherby was called in. 

Word was immediately sent to Los 
Angeles and Sheriff Burr, Under Sher- 
iff Clement and Deputy Sheriff Martin 

Aguirre left for San Gabriel as fast 
as horses could carry them.

COMMERCIAL MORALITY IN JAPAN 
ON THE LOWEST PLANE. | 


Equipment Consisting of Two 
Rapid-firing Guns onan Autocar, 
New Military Signal Torch—Es- 
tablishing ‘the Identity of Trav- 
elers..

NEW YORK, Dec. 20.—It has. been 
long known to those who had dealing 
with the Japanese that commercial 
morality in Japan stands almost on the 
lowest plane possible to a civilized peo- 
ple. With few exceptions, even those 
Japanese who prove stimable and high- 


| minded in all other matters are not 


to be trusted in business transactions. 
In Japan, the man who fails’ to take 
advantage of his neighbor in a bargain 


tion of this state of things, given by 
Robert Young, who edits a’ Kobe pa- 
per, is that merchants in Janan have 
-hitherto occupied the lowest rung on 
the social ladder, being deemed inferior 
to the tillers of the soil, and but little 
above the pariah class. Up to a com- 
p°ratively recent per‘od, the wo ‘d trader 
was but another name for trickster, 
and the pursuit of commerce was held 
to argue a lack of integrity. With the 
changed commercial conditions this low 
standard. seems to have remained un-: 
altered. So that the Japanese trader is 
always thinking how he can “best” the 
foreigner, and he will not fulfill his en- 
gagements, if by so doing he is likely 
to suffer loss. Mr. Young gives cogent 
reasons for believing that the Mikado’s 
subjects will soon lose the foreign cus- 
tomers they have gained unless their 
code of commercial morals is materially : 
and rapidly improved. Already Japa- 
nese Consuls have reported that the 
country’s foreign trade is seriously in- 
jured by merchants who send abroad 
matches that will not strike, rice that 
is not up to sample, and stuffs whose 
only merit is cheapness. Guilds have 
been formed to introduce better meth- 
ods of business, but they have not 
wrought much improvement, and the 
situation cannot be radically changed 
so long as there is no public.opinion to 
support the application of morality to 
business. At present, the average Jap- 
anese trader has no conscience, and 
until he acquires one the expected com- 
petition of Japan in the markets of 
the world is not likely to be worthy of 
serious consideration. 

LATEST IMPLEMENT OF WAR. 

The latest implement of war is an 
equipment consisting of two rapid-fir- 
ing guns mounted on an autocar, It 
has a rough resemblance to a smooth 
turtle back, with wheels instead of 
legs, and a pair of iron screens rising 
up from the top of the metal shell, 
from behind which the guns are 


sixteen horse-power engine, the wheels 
having four-inch solid rubber tires. 
The guns are on a swivel, and are ar- 
ranged to discharge at various angles. 
They will also spin around merrily 
while they are being fired, if desired. 
The ammunition is fired at the rate 
of from fifty to seven hundred rounds 
a minute, and the firing can go on 
either when the autocar is moving or 
standing still. Each gun is supplied 
with 500 rounds of ammunition, and 
if the operators be shot down, the 
engines continue running, and the en- 
tire charge of ammunition is shot off, 
The shields around the car are on an 
angle, so that no ordinary bullet from 
a rifle can penetrate them, and when 
the machines are in motion it will be 
difficult for a large field piece to 
hit them. A rapid-firing gun has al- 
Ways been looked upon as an excellent 
weapon, provided you could come up 
with your enemy With a gun mounted 
on a fast-running machine, which can 
travel forty-five miles an hour, the 
question of getting on terms with your 
foe does not take long. The effect of 
fifty or a hundred of these machines 
of war charging into a large body of 
troops, or run through a city at a 
high rate of speed, firing their deadly 
missiles on the inhabitants as they 
rushed through, can readily be imag- 
ined. Several governments are now 
negotiating with the inventor for this 
formidable machine. 


A HINT TO AMERICAN LINEN IM- 


PORTERS. 


It is estimated that $1,000,000 worth 
of linen is annually imported to this 
country for the*making of collars, 
cuffs, and shirt fronts. An American, 
writing from Vienna, savs there is no 
reason why the gereater part of this 
expenditure cannot be saved. and a 
new article produced *v native re- 
sources. While in America manufac- 
turers of white shirts and makers of 
best-grade collars and cuffs use linen 
for the outside coverings, in Austria, 
where linen is produced, and is conse- 
quently cheaper than it is here, fully 
95 per cent. of all the collars, cuffs and 
shirt fronts are made of what is called 
“chiffon,’”’ which is an all-cotton fabric 
In appearance it resembles a very fine 
linen, takes a brilliant gloss, and no 
expert can tell the difference, cither 
before or after washing. A dealer’s 


fronts was: “Oh! you must be an 
American; they are our only custom- 
ers who ask for linen bosoms in their 
shirts."’ For the sake of a test, he made 
one shirt with a linen front, and the 
other (50 cents cheaper) with a chiffon 
front. After a few months’ use, the 
difference between the two was undis- 
coverable. It is said that 99 per cent. 
of the Vienna dealers have not even 
one linen sample in stock. There 
should be just as good facilities for 
manufacturing chiffon in the States as 
Switzerland, or in Eng- 
and.

STREETS IN BAD CONDITION. 

The neglect of the street department 
of the car track on California street. is 
just cause for complaint from the peo- 
ple that are obliged to cross the rail- 
road on ‘that’street. At night it is a 
positive source of danger, as upon some | 
of the crossings, notably that of Moline 
and California streets, almost oposite 
Trustee Hamilton’s place, ‘the earth 
has ben washed out from the roadbed 
of the track until the ties are visible. 
The entire length of the track on: Cal- 
ifornia street shows a depression sev- 
eral inches below the surface of the 
street. Property-owners declare that 
the attention of the street department, 
has been direced by them to the-condi- 
tion.of the tracks, but for some reason 
they are unable to secure its repair. 
Even should the road be electrized 
the repair would be a necessity. It is 
a prevailing impression that the street 
department should not be for ‘political 
purposes” only, and when a nuisance 
like that on California street exists, 
it is directly responsible for it. "Neither 
have the tracks on Buclid avenue been 
“removed or covered,” as ordered by 
the Council, and the conditions 
such that a little vigorous work by the 
department would not be considered by 
the populace generally amiss.

BLACK ADMITS THAT HE SHOT 
PATTERSON. 


City Engineer Capps Protests a Sec- 
ond Time Against the Methods 


Employed in Building the Mo- 
reno Dam, 


SAN DIEGO, Dec. 27—.(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) As already reported in 
the dispatches, Sam Black has ad- 
mitted, that, while stealing oranges, he 
shot Night Watchman John Patterson 
in the back and killed him, at National 
City, and-then threw his gun in the 
bay. At first Black lied about the 
matter, and only weakened when con- 
fronted with the confession of his com- 
panion, John Mitten. One or two 
pointers as to the probable defense of 
Black are indicated in. the emphasis 
he places on the fact that he called 
upon the fleeing watchman to stop, and 
that, when Patterson did not stop, 
Black pointed his gun in the direction 
of Black, with no other thought than 
that of frightening him into stopping 
and giving up the wagon. Biack’s son 
also states that he believes that his 
father was momentarily insane when 
he fired the fatal shot. Young Black 
remarks that the murderer’s brother 
was insane, and that other members 
of his fathers family have suffered 
from the same malady. 

The line of defense will possibly be 
that Black, thinking that Patterson 
was attempting to steal his horse and 
wagon, fired at the watchman. If this 
fails, the insanity dodge may be tried. 
Meanwhile, the widow and helpless 
orphans of the murdered man are in a 
practically destitute condition, owing to 
the removal of the family bread-win- 


ner. 
MORENO DAM NOTES. 

City Engineer Capps officially protests 
against the Moreno Dam a second time. 
This dam is to form a part of the $1,- 
In a letter 
to the Board of Public Works, Capps 

says: 

“I wish to call your attention to the 
fact that the Southern California 
Mountain Water Company is preparing 
to place stone ‘into the Moreno Dam 
by the action of explosives, which is 
in direct violation of section 16, of the 
specifications, for the construction of 
the said Moreno Dam.” 

In answer to this the Southern Cali- 
fronia Mountain Water Company sends 
a letter to the board, saying: ‘“‘Your 
letter of December 24 just to hand. 
In answer to the same, permit us to 
say that Edwin M. Capps is mistaken 
in his inference;: the rock we propose 
dislodging by a blast today (December 
26) will be thrown into the bed of the 
stream below the heel of the dam, and 
by that means we propose add- 
ing to its strength by at least 40 per 
cent., enabling to build the dam just 
that much larger and stronger than 
the canstruction called for by the speci- 
fications referred to. Edwin M. Capp’s 
criticisms and statements, as they have 
come to us during the past two or three 
weeks, are to us wholly unaccountable. 
The interests, which the Southern Cali- 
fornia Mountain Water Company have 
at stake, involve millions of dollars, 
and the management is calling to its 
aid in-construction the best talent and 
most ddvanced ideas. We thoroughly 
understand that the work is to be done 
for all time, and can assure you honor- 
able body that even the minutest detail 
will receive the most careful consid- 
eration.” A few weeks ago Engineer 
Capps reported to the. Council officially 

that the work on ti@s great dam had 
been carried on for some time with- 
out the supervision of any regularly 
qualified engineer, and that the fore- 
man of a gang of laborers acted as 
stperintendent of this important work. 

On Saturday a blast of 100,000 pounds 
of powder was exploded, dislodging, 
according to reports, 150,000 tons of 


-rocks filling the gorge below the dam.

The -law declares’ in 
set terms that cigars are not to be 
used as vote-catchers, and that if the 
use ofK the same can be clearly proven 
the candidate at fault must forfeit his 
election./ Mr. Toland has as yet made 
no sign/that he will return and meet 
or explain his position, and the mat- 
ter will be taken to Sacramento for 
final settlement.

-EVERETT'S FLIGHT. | 


THE POPULAR POLICE CLERK 
HAS LEVANTED. 


Various Rumors as to the Amount 
of His Defaication, but 
None Reliable. 
ne 


HIS BONDSMEN ARE IN FOR IT. 


THEY EXPECT TO BE CALLED UPON 
‘TO SETTLE, 


Pince to be Declared Vacant and 
Successor Named Today—A 
Woman in the Case—Sensa- 
tional Rumors, 


It is no longer questioned that W. 
W. Everett, clerk of Department Two 
of the Police Court, has levanted. 
His bondsmen and Police Justice 
Morrison held a consultation last even- 
ing, at which it was practically de- 
cided that the Justice should declare 
the clerk's place vacant, and proceed 
to appoint Everett's successor. It is 
probable that Justice Morrison will 
send a communication to this effect 
to the City Council this morning. 

It being so short a time since Everett 
disappeared, there has. not been much 
of a scramble for his place. Various, 
names have been suggested, however, 
in connnection with the position, but 
it is generally conceded that the ap- 
pointment will go to a man from the 
First Ward, as Justice Morrison and 
Everett’s bondsmen all reside in East 
Los Angeles. It is probable that one 
of the bondsmen will be favored with 
the job as sort of a solace for his mis- 
fortune, it being generally believed 
that Everett has left a shortage for 
the bondsmen to make up. 

The five unfortunates upon whom the 
responsibility for thé deficit, if any 


exists, will devolve, are Sherman Smith, 


Wallace Stockwell, T. A. House, J. E. 
Frick and Harry Bond. The latter has 
gone to Randsburg, and is said to have 
little property. They all qualified for 
$1000 each, and the first four named 
will probably have to stand the brunt 
of the loss, if, upon investigation of 
Everett’s accounts, 
there actually is a shortage. None of 
the bondsmen are rich, and if the loss 
should prove to be heavy, it will work 
a hardship upon them. . 

The bondsman, who is most prom- 
inently named for Everett’s place, is 
Wallace Stockwell. He is a brother of 
the Councilman from the First Ward, 
and is reputed to be in every way qual- 
ified for the position. He is said to be 
a competent book-keeper and account- 
ant and his habits are exemplary. It is 
next to certain. that Mr. Stockwell’s 
nomination will ge before the Council 
for confirmation today. 

Rumors as to Everett’s shortage are 
mere conjectures. Nothing definite 
will be Known until the grand jury 
overhauls the books and renders a re- 
port. One of the bondsmen stated last 
evening that he fears there will be a 
defalcation of at least $600vor $800, and 
it would not surprise him from what 
he had_learned about the missing man’s 
habits. if he had made way with more 
than $1000; perhaps, including what he 
borrowed before he levanted, as much 


as $2000. 

Stories about Everett’s conduct are 
coming to the surface ina very 
unenviable light. The most” se- 


rious of the allegations against him 
are dissipation, ingratitude toward his 
friends and unfaithfulness to his wife. 
He was not a hard drinker, vet it is 
alleged that he spent more money than 
his salary of $125 a month warranted, 
at the saloons and sporting houses. 

The’ chief cause of his downfall was, 
almost beyond question, a woman, It 
is stated on good authority that Mrs. 
Everett some weeks ago intercepted a 
letter addressed to her husband from 
a young woman in the southwestern 
part of the city, stating that she did 
not know what would happen if her 
father and brother should discover the 
relations existing between them, but no 
matter what happened she would stick 
to him through thick and. thin. This 
naturally caused an estrangement be- 
tween Everett and his wife, and they 
were temporarily separated, he taking 
a room downtown for a week. They he- 
came reconciled, however, he again re- 
turned home and only a few intimate 
friends of the family ever learned of 
the trouble. 

The identity of the young woman is 
not known, even ‘to Mrs. Everett her- 
self, as the letter was not signed. He 


future, but it' seems he did not, and 
it is now generally believed by those 
conversant with the facts, that the real 
cause of his hasty departure was fear 
of being unable to conceal his laiason 
from tthe girl's relatives and the public 
any longer. It is surmised that worry 
over the entanglement he had gotten 
into, caused him to dissipate more than 
was his wont, and that his peculations, 
if any, were due to that; and finally, 
when the strain became too great and 
he determined to fly, he took what 
funds he could lay his hands on, bor- 
rowed more, and left for parts un- 
“known. 

Sherman Smith, clerk of Department 
Five, of the Superior Court, who was 
Evereit’s nearest neighbor, closest 
friend, and in fact, secured him the ap- 
pointment of Police Court clerk, and 
went on his bond, says he always had 
the utmost confidence in Everett until 
lately, when he discovered that he 
was dissipating more than was good 
for him, and staying out, late of nights, 
inftead of remaining at home with his 
wife and child. 

Smith became so dissatisfied with 
Everett's conduct about ten days ago 
that he took him to task and told him 
that he desired to be released’from his 


|bond. Everett implored him to remain 


on till the end of the year, as it would 
be necessary for him to file a new 
bond then anyway, and if Smith went 
off before that time, it might be diffi- 
cult for him to get new bondsmen. He 
assured Smith that his accounts were 
all straight: that the grand jury had 
nearly completed the work of expert- 
ing his books and that everything was 
found all right. With this assurance 
from the man whom he had always be- 
friended and trusted, Smith relented 
and promised to remain on the bond 
till the end of the year, om condition 
that Everett would mend his ways 
and keep more seasonable hours. For 
several nights succeeding, Everett 
came home early, but he dropped back 
again into his old habits, and now 


ing. 

Justice Morrison, when questioned 
clerk, admitted that he had no hope of 
seeing ‘him again. Hé said he had no 
reagen to suspect that anything was 
wrong, and had perfect cdOnfidence in 
Everett up till the very moment of his 
departure. He had since learned things 
that made it appear that Everett had 
gradually fallen from grace,.a revela- 
tion which was as much of a surprise 
to him as a sorrow.

FARM HAND KILLED. 


He Was to Have Married His Mur- 
derer’s Daughter.

ATCHISON (Kan.,) Dec. 27.—E. H. 
Graham, a wealthy farmer living near 
Cummings, ten miles west of here, this 
morning shot and killed Jake Hopkins, 
one of his-farm hands.
